W ith colder w eath ­ 
er .several farm ers butchered during 
the p ast week and there was a good 
.supply of m ost cuts for sale. 
Sausage sold for 55 and 60 cents 
a pound; backbone 45 cents; sp are­ 
ribs, 40 and 45 cents; 
fresh side 
m eat, 45 cents; tenderloin, 75 cents; 
.shoulder roasts, from 50 to 65 cents; 
liver, 38 cents; scrapple. 25 cents a 
p ound; pudding, 45 cents and lard 
35 an d 40 cents. 
P oultry was in good supply, and 
m any farm ers were tak in g orders 
for T hanksgiving. C hickens were 60 
a n d 65 cents and capons 68 cents; 
ducks, 60 to 65 cents, and geese 60 
to 65. Turkeys were 65 cents. 
Eggs 55 to 65 Cents 
Eggs brought 55 cents a dozen for 
m edium whites and 62 to 65 cents 
for large.
